Qu Memoriam 


DR. JAMES J. MURRAY 


The new year came to us with a sad foreword: the 
announcement that on New Year’s Day itself, Dr. James 
J. Murray, a classroom teacher here at Somerville High 
School for thirty-two years, had suffered a fatal heart- 
attack while homeward bound from evening work as a 
proofreader for the Herald-Traveler. 

Dr. Murray’s death was as he had frequently, smilingly 
insisted it would be: ‘with the old work boots on.’’ Since 
no one ever challenged clock and calendar with a heftier 
agenda, it was highly unlikely that Dr. Murray would be 
taken from carpet-slippered idle time or any kind of 
retirement. He was too much the worker for that. 

Born in Stoneham, but a resident of Somerville for 
sixty-two years and a graduate of this school system, 
Dr. Murrary brought to the English classroom an im- 
pressive portfolio of unimpeachable credentials: Bachelor 
of Science and Master of Education degrees from Tufts 
University in 1925 and 1942, a Doctorate of Philosophy 
from Boston University in 1950, and an abundance of 
graduate credits that just Topsy-ed along at these schools 
and at Harvard, with no specific certificates or degrees as 
goal posts, but simply because he consumed courses in

In the fall of 1967, the Somerville School Department 
suffered the loss of Mr. Paul O. Kelley, for twenty years 
the Dirctor of Music for the city of Somerville.

His faculty neighbors had their work days 
brightened by conversations that were gusty with his 
indignation and laughter as he plucked feathers from 
the pretentious wingspread of some new, foolishly flighty, 
bracket-blackening evaluation project by his spendid 
talent for friendship. For them, Dr. Murray’s best book 
is not the one now in the hands of a New York literary 
agent; it is their recollection of a good man with whom 
they were always pleased to work.
